Upon being cross-examined, they 
said a different construction had been placed 
upon their report from what’ was !ntended, 
and they have been convinced they have 
been in the wrong in making the recom- 
mendation they did to Congress, 

“While the National Board did nct come 
to a definite conclusion in this matter so far 
as voting upon it is concerned, there was no 
doubt about a reaction favorable to Gen. 
Smith’s side of this controversy. Incidént- 
ally it was brought out that most of the 
stories reflecting upon the conduct of affairs 
at Fort Leavenworth originated with mal- 
contents, who oftentimes fancied they had 
grievances, whereas none existed save in 
imagination. 

“* Probably the best showing made for Gen. 
Smith related to the Keeley cure connected 
with this institution, the statement being 
uncontradicted that 800 men out of 1,400 
treated have been enabled to go out into the 
world from the Soldiers’ Home and do some- 
thing for themselves. One case in particular 
was cited, where a former inebriate who had 
taken the cure is now earning $3,500 yearly 
in a big business house. When our board 
concludes its session tomorrow a quictus will 
be put on this controversy about the man- 
agement of the house, which, by the way, 
originated in 1883, and has been a source of 
worry and agitation ever since.”

Many of the gold Democrats in Illinois 
have been writing here and telegraphing as 
well to find out whether there is a disposi: 
tion on the part of the administration to 
turn down these men who gave it help dur- 
ing the campaign. These queries in each 
case concern the incumbents of offices which 
were made vacant by President Cleveland. 
It does not seem to be generally understood 
that when Postmasters at Evanston, Wau- 
kegan, Springfield, and other towns failed 
of confirmation in the Senate at the last 
session the offices thereby became vacant 
and the President is required to send in new 
nominations at once. 

No undue haste has been shown, but in 
the ordinary routine of business at the 
Postoffice Department the applications for 
the places have been considered, and the 
offices will be filled from day to day as soon 
as the papers are reached in their regular 
order. There will be no turning out of gold 
Democrats for the simple reason that these 
men are not now in office, never having been 
confirmed by the Senate, and can be brought 
before the Senate again only as new ap- 
pointees. Under the circumstances, there- 
fore, the President will appoint Republic- 
ans to all of these important offices, just as 
if the vacancy had occurred by resignation. 
As the Senate refused to confirm the gold 
Democrats at the last, session, he is 
obliged to take it for granted that they 
could not be confirmed at the present ses- 
sion. This is not only an inference, but a 
fact, as the silver Republicans and silver 
Democrats, who control the Senate, have al- 
ready announced that while they will in no 
case offer factious opposition to regular Re- 
publican appointees, they will continue to 
decline to confirm any of the gold Demo 
crats nominated by President Cleveland to 
fill vacancies caused by removal for of- 
fensive partisanship.

the nomination as President. First Vice- 
President Butler has been an active worker 
and has devoted a large share of his time to 
the work of the federation. 

A member of the Executive committce 
said yesterday afternoon: 

“The man who becomes President of the 
federation next year will find that he has 
his hands full. It is no wonder that no one 
is anxious to take the Presidency. All! the 
reward he gets is a good conscience, and 
there are few men who care to neglect their 
own business for the sake of that. 

“If C. H. Harrison should be elected 
Mayor the work of enforcing the laws will 
fall to the citizens who are interested in the 
good name of Chicago and to the police. 
The Civic Federation will have to perform 
the duties of the Mayor as far as seeing to 
it that the laws are enforced, and there is 
nothing attractive in that for men who oth- 
erwise might be willing to take hold.

Bound, gagged, and helpless, Mrs. Agnes 
Tinan lay on the floor in her flat, the second, 
at No. 253 West Huron street, yesterday.

Falling to find 
any they turned upon the woman and beat 
her, leaving her unconscious on the floor, 

She revived some time later, and after an 
hour’s struggle succeeded in releasing her 
hands from the ropes which bound them, 
and then quickly freed herself. She alarmed 
the house and the police were notified and 
half a dozen detectives took hold of the 
case. 

Mrs. Tinan was alone about 2 o’clock in 
the kitchen when she heard a step in the 
hall, and, turning, found two men standing 
in the doorway.

TO REVIVE PATTERSON POOLING BILL. 


Railroad Men Now Say They Will Be 
Compelled to Seek This Leg- 
islation. 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Many inquiries have been received here for 
a copy of the text of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Trans-Missouri case. 
Only a limited number were printed, but rail- 
road men all over the country are intensely 
anxious to see to what extent pooling opera- 
tions are prohibited, and in some cases they 
have gone to expense of having extra copies 
prepared to satisfy their mipds on the sub- 
ject. The opinion is general about the Cap- 
itol that the effect of the Supreme Court de- 
cision is to forbid absolutely all traffic com- 
binations, both passenger and freight, 
whether there is any division of the profits 
or not. 

There seems to be a general understand- 
ing that the railroad companies will press at 
once for the passage of what is known as 
the Patterson pooling bill. This was intro- 
duced in the House two years ago and passed 
then, through the efforts of a persistent 
lobby. It was beaten in the Senate by the 
opposition of Mr. Chandler and a number of 
Populists. In January, 1896, Mr. Patterson 
reintroduced the bill, but in an amended 
form. 

As originally passed by the House it per- 
mitted railroad companies to form pooling 
agreements and divide their profits. These 
agreements were made subject to the super- 
vision of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, but an appeal was allowed to the 
courts, and the bill was faulty in one great 
particular, in that the commission had no 
authority to enforce its decrees pending a 
decision by the court. It would, therefore, 
have been possible to organize traffic associ- 
ations in direct violation of the law and keep 
them in operation by means of continual lit- 
igation. The Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission only had authority to declare cer- 
tain rates unjust, and thus the railroad com- 
panies by dropping one contention could 
open another, and thus present a new case 
as often as the courts reached a decision 
against them. 

When the pooling bill was introduced at the 
last session a year ago it was modified to 
meet this objection, and the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission was given authority 
to forbid pooling contracts unless the rates 
appeared to be reasonable, and the prohibi- 
tion by the commission stood until upset by 
the courts. This was a material difference 
and rendered the bill somewhat less objec- 
tionable, but at the same time the sentiment 
of Congress had changed materially, owing 
to the light thrown on the subject by Tue 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE and other newspapers, 
and it never was possible to get the measure 
out of the Inter-State Commerce committee 
in the House. The railroad men now say 
that they will be forced to enter upon a cam- 
paign for the passage of the Patterson pool- 
ing bill, which is already in process oftre- 
construction. They claim they should be 
permitted to pool their profits, provided they 
are willing to let the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission fix mamimum rates. 

The Patterson bill in its most recent form 
provides that common carriers may enter 
into contracts, agreements, or arrangements 
for the maintenance of rates unless the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission shall in 
the meantime make an order disapproving 
of the contracts. It is made the duty of the 
commission to enter such an order of disap- 
proval whenever it shall be of opinion that 
the operation of such a contract would re- 
sult in unreasonable rates, unjust discrimi- 
nation, or inferior service to the public. 
There is no immediate prospect for the 
passage of the pooling bill even in the House. 
No committees have yet been appointed by 
the Speaker except such as were necessary 
to start the tariff bill on Its rounds, and 
therefore the railroad companies can only 
lay the foundation at the present time. 

There is a strong sentiment in the House 
against pooling even under the supervision 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
for the members say that body has not 
hitherto distinguished itself by an unusual 
exercise of authority in behaif of the peo- 
ple. On the contrary, the charge is very 
freely made that the railroads have always 
controlled the commission and are likely to 
do so. If the Patterson bill should be passed 
by Congress it would have to be not only 
as an amendment to the inter-State com- 
merce law, but as an amendment to the anti- 
trust law, and as such it would arouse great 
opposition, because members cannot under- 
stand why railroad companies should be al- 
lowed to combine for any purpose when or- 
dinary commercial organizations are forbid- 
den to combine. Several of the Republican 
leaders in the House have already admitted 
that the passage of a‘ bill repealing the anti- 
trust law at the dictation of the railroads 
by permitting pooling _ indiscriminately 
would be particularly bad politics at this 
time, when the Democrats are making open 
charges of the influence of the trusts in 
framing the tariff bill. 


PHILADELPHIA LAWYERS NOT ALARMED 


Insist That the Decision Will Not Af- 
fect the Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 24.—Railroad 
lawyers in this city do not share the prevail- 
ing impression that the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of 
the Trans-Missouri Freight Association set- 
tles the question of the legality of the Joint 
Traffic Association and will compel its disso- 
lution. o 

Several railroad lawyers who have fol- 
lowed the cases against both the Trans-Mis- 
souri and the Joint Traffic Association, while 
admitting that the decision as reported 
seems to be that the Trans-Missouri Asso- 
ciation violated the Sherman anti-trust law, 
hold that the case was decided on its merits, 
and that the Joint Traffic Association is an- 
other matter, involving another agrcement, 
which will have to be passed upon. 


BELIEVES THE DECISION WILL STICK. 


General Counsel for the Nickel Piate 
Believes All Traffic Associa-<- 
tions Must Go. 


Cleveland, O., March 24.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Judge S. E. Williamson, general counsel of 
the Nickel Plate road, says in regard to the 
decision affecting traffic associations: ‘I 
cannot make a definite statement without 
seeing a complete draft of the decision, but 
the natural inference is that it will do away 
with traffic associations of all kinds.”’ 

If this inference is confirmed the Nickel 
Piate will probably withdraw from aii 
traffic associations. 


Sage Says It Is All Right. 

New York, March 24.—Russell Sage said 
today regarding the decision of the Supreme 
Court against the Trans-Missouri Traffic 
Association that a four to five decision was 


not alarming after all. 

‘It is bound to come out all right in the 
end,’ continued Mr. Sage. 

“There is no question .on that point. 
Brains and capital have ruled the world 
since the advent of man, and natural laws 
have not been changed because of this one 
adverse decision. No human law can pre- 
vent the combination of interests in social 
or business affairs. protective 
laws are hot needed by the public.”’

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UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT’s 
FATAL BLOW TO RAILWAY POOLS. — 


Fuller Report of Its Sweeping Decision 
im the Case of the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association—Righteous Ar- 
raignment of All the Trusts and 
Monopolies—The Court Covers the 
Whole Question at Issue—Sherman 
Act Upheld at Every Point. 


The great decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States on railroad trusts 
reaches all kinds of monopolies in restraint of 
trade and upholds the Sherman act at every 
point as valid, applicable, and constitut‘snal. 
The following report of the decision is more 
full than the synopsis which appeared in 


Tuesday’s TRIBUNE: 

Justice Peckham, who wrote the decision, 
appears to have fully appreciated the adroit 
means by which these gigantic pools were 
being sustained, and he has taken pains to 
guard against every loophole of escape 
from the anti-trust law. | 

The decision says the two important ques- 
tions which demand examination are wheth- 
er the trust act applies to and covers com- 
mon carriers by railroad, and, if so, does the 
agreement set forth in the bill violate any 
provision of that act? 

Act Includes All Trusts. 


As to the first question the court says: 
“The language of the act includes every 
contract, combination in the form of trust or 
otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade or commerce, among the several States 
or with foreign nations. 

‘* Unless it can be said that an agreement, 
no matter what its terms, relating only to 
transportation cannot restrain trade or 
commerce we see no escape from the con- 
clusion that the agreement is condemned 
by this act. 

“It cannot be denied, that those who are 
engaged-in the transportation of persons 
or property from one State to another are 
engaged in inter-State commerce, and it 
would seem to follow that if such persons 
enter into agreements between  them- 
selves in regard to the compensation to be 
secured from the owners of the articles 
transported, such agreement would at least 
relate to the business of commerce and 
might more or less restrain it. 

‘We have held that the trust act did not 
apply to a company engaged in one State 
in the refining of sugar under the circgpn- 
stances detailed in the case of the United 
States vs. E. C. Knight company, because 
the refining of sugar under those circum- 
stances bore no distinct relation to com- 
merce between the States or with foreign 
nations. To exclude agreements as to rates 
by competing railroads for the transporta- 
tion of articles of commerce between the 
States would leave little for the act to take 
effect upon. 

No Authority for Pools. 


“The inter-State commerce act does 
not, in our opinion, authorize an agreement 
of this nature. It may not, in terms, pro- 
hibit, but it is far from conferring either 
directly or by implication any authority to 
make it. If the agreement be legal it does 
not owe its validity to any provision of the 
commerce act, and if illegal it is not made 
so by that act. 

“The general nature of a contract like 
the one before us is not mentioned in or pro- 
vided for by the act. 

**One of the contentions was that Con- 
gress, in the paseage of the anti-trust act, 
had intended to direct against combination 
and conspiracy, such as the beef trust, the 
Standard Oil trust, the steel trust, the 
sugar trust, the whisky trust, etc., and these 
trusts, it was stated, had assumed an im- 
portance and had acquired a power which 
was dangerous to the whole country, and 
that their existence was directly antag- 
onistic to its peace and prosperity. 

‘It is true that many and various trusts 
were in existence at the time of the passage 
of the act, and it was probably thought to 
cover them by the provisions of the act. 
Many of them had rendered themselves of- 
fensive by the manner in which they exer- 
cised the great power that combined capital 
gave them. 

‘* But a further investigation of ‘ the his- 
tory of the times’ shows also that those 
trusts were not the only associations con- 
trolling a great combination of capital 
which had caused complaint at the manner 
in which their business was conducted. 
There were many and loud complaints from 
some portions of the public regarding the 
railroads and the prices they were charging 
for the service they rendered, and it was al- 
leged that the prices for the transportation 
of persons and articles of commerce were 
unduly and improperly enhanced by combi- 
nations between the different roads. 

Congress Had Railroads in Mind. 

“A reference to this history of the times 
dozs not, as we think, furnish us with any 
strong reasons for believing that it was only 
trusts that were in the minds of the members 
of Congress, and that railroads and their 
manner of doing business were wholly ¢x- 
cluded therefrom. 

“The very fact of the public character of 
the railroad would itself seem to call for 
special care by the Legislature in regard to 
this conéuct, so that its business should be 
carried on with as much refcrence to the 
proper and fair interests of. the public as 


ible. 

“ Why ehould not a railroad company be 
included in general legisiation aimed at the 
prevention of that kind of agreement mace 
in restraint of trade which may exist in all 
companies, which is substantially of the 
same nature wherever found, and which 
tends much towards the same _ resuits, 
whether put in practice by a trading and 
manufacturing or by a railroad company? 

‘“‘Tt is true the resuits of trusts or com- 
binations of that nature may be different fn 
different kinds of corporations, and yet they 
all have an essential similarity and have 
been induced by motives of individuai or 
corporate aggrandizement as against the 
public interest. " 

‘‘In business or trading combinations they 
may even temporarily, or perhaps perma- 
nently, reduce the price of the article traded 
in or manufacured by reducing the expense 
inseparable from the running of many dif- 
ferent companies for the same purpofe. 
Trade or commerce under these circum- 
stances may nevertheless be badly restrained 
by driving out of business the smail dealers 
and worthy men whose lives have been spent 
therein, and who might be unable to readjust 
themselves to their altered surroundings. 

‘“* Mere reduction in the price of the com- 
modity dealt in might be cearly paid for by 
the ruin of such a class and the absorption 
of conrtol over one commodity by an all- 
powerful combination of capital. In any 
great and extended change in the manner or 
method of doing business it seems to be an 
inevitable necessity that distress and per- 
haps ruin, shall be its accompaniment in re- 
gard to some of those who were engaged in 
the old methods. 

“A ehange from stage coachés and canal 
boats to railroads threw at once a large num- 
ber of men out of employment; changes from 
hand labor to that of machinery, and from 
operating machinery by hand to the applica- 
tion of steam for such purposes leave behind 
them: for the time a number of men who 
must seek other avenues of livelihood. These 
are misfortunes which seem to be the neces- 
sary accompaniment of all great industrial 


changes 


industrial Mfe so that those who are thrown 
out of their old employment by reason of 
such changes as we have eee of may 
find opportunities for labor In other depart- 
ments than those to which they have become 
accustomed. It isa misfortune, but in such 
cases it seems to be the inevitable accompani- 
ment of change and improvement. 
Purpose of Combinations, 

“Tt is wholly different, however, when 
such changes are effected by combinations 
of capital, whose purpose tn combining is to 
control the production or manufacture of 
any particular article in the market, and by 
such control d.ctate the price at which the 
article shall be sold, the effect being to drive 
out of business all the small dealers in the 
commodity and to render the public subject 
to the decision of the combination as to what 
price shall be d for the article. 

“In this light it is hot material that the 
price of an article may be lowered. It is in 
the power of the combination to raise it, and 
the result in any event is unfortunate for 
the country by depriving it of the services of 
a large number of small but independent 
dealers who were familiar with the business, 
and who had spent their lives in it, and who 
supported themselves and their families 
from the small profits realized therein. 

“ Whether they able to find other ave-

“ Congress has, so far as its jurisdiction 
extends, prohibited all contracts or combina- 
tions in the form of trusts entered into for the 

urpose of restraining trade and erce. 

he results flowing from a con or com- 
bination in restraint of trade or commerce, 
when entered into by a manufacturing or 
trading company such as above stated, while 
differing somewhat from those whic may 
follow a contract to keep up transportation 
rates by railroads, are nevertheless of the 
Same nature and kind, and the contracts 
themselves do not so far differ in their nature 
that they may not all be treated alike and 
be condemned in common. 

It is entirely appropriate generally to 
subject corporations or persons engaged in 
trading or manufacturing to different rules 
from those applicable to railroads in their 
transportation business, but when the evil 
to be remedied is’similar in both kinds of 
corporations, such as contracts which are 
unquestionably in restraint of trade, we see 
no reason why similar rules should not be 
promulgated in regard to both and both be 
covered in the same statute by general] lan- 
pee sufficiently broad to include them 


Act Covers the Railroads. 


“ We think, after a careful examination, 
that the statute covers and was intended 
to cover common carriers by railroad.” 

In discussing the second question, as to 
what is the true construction of the statute, 
assuming that it applies to common Carriers, 
Judge Peckham entered into a lengthy argu- 
ment in contravention of the position that 
the common law meaning of the term “ con- 
tract in restraint of trade” includes only 
such contracts as are in urireasonable re- 
straint of trade. 

He says the term is not of such limited 
signification, and no exception nor limita-. 
tion can be added without placing in the 
act that which has been omitted by Con- 
gress. He discusses the difficulty of judg- 
ing what is a reasonable rate, and argues 
that to say that the act excludes agreements 
which are not in unreasonable restraint of 
trade, and which tend simply to keep up 
reasonable rates for transportation is sub- 
stantially to leave the question of reasona- 
bleness to the companies themselves. 

“We recognize,” says the opinion, “‘ the 
argument upon the part of the defendants 
that restraint upon the business of rail- 
roads will not be prejudicial to the public 
interest so long as such restraint provides 
for reasonable rates for transportation and 
prevents the deadly competition so liable 
to result in the ruin of the roads, and to 
thereby impair their usefulness to the pub- 
lic, and in that way to prejudice the public 
interest. 

“But it must be remembered that these 
results are by no means admitted with 
unanimity. On the contrary, they are ear- 
nestly and warmly denied on the part of 
the public and by those who assume to de- 
fend its interests both in and out of Con- 
gress, 

Competition a Necessity. 

“Competition, they urge, is a necessity 
for the purpose of securing in the end just 
and proper rates. 

“ Considering the public character of 
such corporations (railroads), the privi- 
leges and franchises which they have 
received from the public in order that 
they might transact business, and bear- 
ing in mind how closely and. immediately 
the question of rates for transportation 
affects the whole public, it may be urged 
that Congress had in mind all the difficulties 
which we have before euggested of proving 
the unreasonableness of the rate, and might 
in consideration of all the circumstances 
have deliberately decided to prohibit all 
agreements and combinations in restraint 
of trade or commeree, regardless of the ques- 
tion whether such agreements were reason- 
able or the reverse. 

‘It is true that as to a majority of those 
living along its bines each railroad is a mo- 
nopoly. 

‘“‘ According to the argument of counsel 
the moment an agreement of this nature is 
prohibited the railroads commence to cut 
their rates, and they cease only with their 


utter financial ruin, leaving perhaps one to. 


raise rates indefinitely when its rivals have 
been driven away. 

“It is a matter of common knowledge that 
agreements as to rates have been continually 
made of late years, and that complaints of 
each company in regard to the violation of 
such agreements by its rivals have been fre- 
quent and persistent. These agreements 
havo never been found really effectual for 
any extended period. 

‘Competition will itself bring charges 
down to-what may be reasonable, while in 
the case of an agreement to keep prices ur 
competition is allowed no play: it is shut 
out, and the rate is practically fixed by the 
companies themselves by virtue of the agree- 
ment, so long as they abide by it.”’ ; 

Agreement Acts as a Restraint. 

In conclusion Judge Peckham’s opinion 
says: ‘*‘ The question is one of law in regard 
to the meaning and effect of the agreement 
itself—namely: does the agreement restrain 
trade or commerce in any way soasto bea 
violation of the act? We have no doubt that 
it does. 

‘The agreement on its face recites that it 
is entered into ‘for the purpose of mutual 
protection by establishing and maintaining 
reasonable rates, rulés, and regulations on 
all freight traffic, both through and local.’ 

* To that end the associaiion is formed, and 
a body created which is to adopt rates which 
when agreed to are to be the governing rates 
for all the companies, and a violation of 
which subjects the defaulting company to 
the payment of a penalty, and although the 
parties have a right to withdraw from the 
agreement on giving thirty days’ notice of a 
desire so to do, yet, while in force, and as- 
suming it to be lived up to, there can be no 
doubt that ite direct, immediate, and neces- 
sary effect is to put a restraint upon trade or 
commerce, as described in the act. 

‘* For these reasons the suit of the govern- 
ment can be maintained without proof of the 
allegation that the agreement was entered 
into for the purpose of restricting trade or 
commerce or for maintaining rates above 
what was reasonable.”’ 


AN IMPORTANT RAILROAD PROJECT. 


Deal Between Atchison and Southern 
Pacific That Will Giwe Each In- 
dependent Coast Outlets. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 24.—A great 
railroad deal, the accomplishment of which 
is near at hand, implies a revolution in 
transcontinental relations and the opening 
of the west coast trade of Mexico to Califor- 
nia in general and to San Francisco in par- 
ticular. 

The parties to the arrangement are the 
Northern Pacific company and the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé, and the deal contem- 

lated is the exchange in ownership of two 
ong and important stretches of road. By 
its consummation the Southern Pacific will 
enter into possession of a direct route to,the 
City of Guaymas, on the Gulf of California, 
while the great Eastern organization will 
be able to reach the Pacific seaboard over 
a line wholly independent of the Southern 
Pacific and owned wholly by itself. 

The scheme includes the exchange, pure 
and simple, of the Mojave division of the 
Southern Pacific from Mojave to the Needles 
for the New Mexico and Arizona railroad 
and the Sonora railway, at present owncd 
and operated by the Atchison, Topeka and

A record in track elevation will be at- 
tempted by the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad company between Montrose boul- 
evard in Ravenswood and Balmoral uvenue 
in Rosehill.

WILSON AT SECRET WORK 


PUTS WEST PARK BOARD UNDER DE-

President Willlam J. Wilson of the new 
West Park Board has had detectives at 
work for several weeks to collect evidence in 
support of his belief that park employés are 
wasting public funds at the rate of over 
$50,000 annually. 

Mr. Wilson says he is fighting a single- 
handed battle, in interest of the taxpayers 
of Chicago, against the combined strength 
of ‘the remaining members of the board and 
the managers of the Republican organiza- 
tion. He says the resultof his investigation 
has disclosed a sensational state of affairs, 
and that he expects to lose his official head 
as a result of his fight “ against political 


ringsters.”’ . 

At the present time, the-President says, 
public funds are being wasted at the rate of 
nearly $200 a day in wages alone, and scores 
of political favorites are being paid for doing 
nothing. Within a few days—certainly be- 
fore élection—Mr. Wilson says he will “ turn 
his guns on the enemy’scamp.”’ He predicts 
a first-class sensation and “a fight to the 
finish "’ with the other board members, who, 
he says, are “ruled by the Lorimer-Herfz- 
Pease combination.” : 

Tells of Attempts at Reform. 

Mr. Wilson says he has been trying in vain 
for the last two months to institute certain 
reforms, but his every move in that direction 
has been blocked by unseen powers. 

The President admits having secret agents 

at-work, and it is believed the promised sen- 
sation will come in the formofa report from 
detectives. 
‘The members opposed to Mr. Wilson say 
his term of office expired on March 9 and 
that the majority of the board members do 
do not expect to reélect him at the postponed 
election, which will be held on April 13. 

Several menrbers of the board deny or dis- 
credit the most sensational part of Mr. Wil- 
son’s charges. They freely admit, however 
that the business of the board has been prac- 
tically tied up and all appointments post- 
poned until after the election. It is also 
admitted that Mr. Wilson is alone in his 
fight, and the other members of the board 
are standing together. 

Other Side of the Question. 


One of the board members gave the fol- 
lowing version of the case yesterday: 

“Mr. Wilson’s attack is due to his disap- 
pointment in failing to secure reélection to 
the office of President. He was appointed, 
with the other members of the new board, 
early in February. His term of office as 
President expired on March 9, but the board 
voted to postpone the annual election until 
Aprif 13. There is a tacit agreement among 
the board members that no new appoint- 
ments shall be made until the new Presi- 
dent is elected. 

“Mr. Wilson, who says he knows nothing 
about politics and don’t care for patronage, 
served early notice on the board members 
that he wished to name the appointees for 
the five best jobs in the gift of the board. 

“Tt is true that the business of the board. 
has been somewhat neglected, owing to 
this trouble, but I predict that there will 
be no hitch in the proceedings after April 
13. A new President will be elected, ap- 
pointments will be made, and the work of 
the board will be carried on in a business- 
like manner.” 

What President Wilson Says. 


Mr. Wilson said yesterday: 

‘**T do not care to discuss the matter in de- 
tail at present. Neither do I care for the 
criticism.of the other board members. Whén 
I get fairly into the fight I will use cannon, 
not firecrackers. 

“When I accepted this appointment I was 
told I would have full management of the 
West park system. I would not have ac- 
cepted under any other corditions. Since lI 
took the office I have been ignored and 
treated as a nonentity. 

“My first action was to take a trip to 
Springfield and consult Gov. Tanner. He 
agreed with me in my plans and told me to 
go ahead. 

‘“‘My idea was to run the parks in a busi- 
nesslike manner. When I attempted to in- 


getitute certain reforms I found my hands 


tied. At every meeting of the board there 

was ah unseen influence present which pre- 

vented the transaction of business. 
Mentions an Invisible Trio. 

“ The law says that the board shal?be com- 
posed of seven members. I am satisfied 
there are at least ten members in the present 
board. The extra three are invisible harle- 
quins, and I think their names are Lorimer, 
Tilertz, and Pease. 

‘“*I prefer to keep still for a few days, but 
I won't delay theclimax until after election.”
